Of the approxim ately 70.000 peo­ 
ple living in Levittown. Mr. and 
Mrs. David Mirsky today claim 
the distinction of being the first 
to live in an apartm ent in the 
com m unity’s 10-year history. 
The Mirskys, who form erly re­ 
sided at 76 Daffodil Lane, Dog­ 
wood Hollow’, Levittown, moved 
into their apartm ent this morn­ 
ing. They are the first occupants 
in the Kenwood Court Apartm ents 


—the first apartm ent houses to be 
built in Levittow n. 
Arranges Furniture 
‘ This 
is 
wonderful,’' 
Mirsky 
said as he went about the task of 
arranging furniture in the two- 
bedroom apartm ent on the first 
floor of the new 
building. 
Kenwood Court, a 92-apartment 
development, is located on Haines 
Road, adjacent to the Kenwood 
section of Levittown 
in 
Bristol 
Township. 
The Mirskys occupy one of the 
23 apartm ents in the first build­ 


ing which is expected to be fully 
occupied by Oct. I. 
The second building will be oc­ 
cupied 
during 
November. 
The 
third and fourth units, not yet 
under construction, arc expected 
to be ready for occupancy in De­ 
cem ber and January. 
For the Mirskys, the apartm ent 
is convenient in m ore ways than 
one. It s only 50 feet from Mir­ 
sky s place of business — the 
Haasis Bakery 
in the 
adjacent 
Haines Road Shopping Center. 
Having spent some 40 years in 


the food business, the 56-year-old 
Mirsky has operated the Haines 
Road bakery for the past seven 
months with his wife, Selma. 56. 
Living in apartm ents is nothing 
new for the Mirskys. “We’ve lived 
in 
apartm ents 
for 
quite 
some 
tim e,” Mirsky related as he con­ 
tinued putting his new home into 
shape. 
“ I like apartm ent living very 
m uch.” he said. “ We lived in 
garden-type apartm ents in Long 
Island for five years.” 


The Mirskys moved to Levit­ 
town about a year ago from York­ 
town, N.Y., where they operated 
a luncheonette and bakery. 
Living with the Mirskys in their 
new 
apartment 
will 
be 
their 
daughter, Paula, 22, who is a 
secretary at the Levittown Beauty 
Academy on Mill Creek Road. 
The Mirskys have two other 
children, Charlotte, 27, who lives 
in New York City, and Melvin, 
32. an engineer for the Betchel 
Corp., living in San Francisco. 


“For people with only one child 
0“ no children, an apartment is 
ideal,” Mirsky stated. 
Four Months Ago 
The new tenant said he ap­ 
plied for the apartment about four 
months ago when he first learned 
that the garden-type, air condition­ 
ed project was going to be built. 
The Mirskys’ two - bedroom 
apartment on the first floor rents 
for $117.50 a month, the same as 
those on the second floor. Two- 
bedroom apartments on the ter­ 


race (or basement) rent for $110 
monthly. 
The project also has one-bed­ 
room apartments, renting for $95 
on the terrace and $102.50 on the 
first and second floors. 
Warren Luttmann, agent for the 
Lower Bucks Realty Co., exclu­ 
sive management agent for the 
project, pointed out that one ef­ 
ficiency, furnished apartment will 
be located in each of the four 
buildings.
